THE UNIVERSITY OF COLORADO 


Authorized by an act of the first territorial legislature in 
1861 and opened on Sept. 5, 1877, the University of Colorado 
is located at Boulder, 27 miles northwest of Denver via a new 
four-lane turnpike. 

The enrollment on the Boul- 
der campus has grown from an 
original 44 in 1877 to an ex- 
pected 14,400 in 1965, with 
an additional 13,000 students 
studying at the Medical Center 
(Denver campus) and at the 
Denver, Colorado Springs, and 
Grand Junction centers.

University of Colorado Mountains, its students come 

from all over the world, Every state in the union is represented 

in the student body, along with 38 foreign countries and all 
U.S. possessions. 

The campus setting and its beautiful architecture gre major 
ottractions, but the main attraction for students is the academic 
atmosphere. In Boulder the West blends not only with the East 
but with the whole world, Like the other big universities in the 
Rocky Mountain area, the University affords a refreshing, lively 
academic approach to courses and research. 

The University of Colorado is composed of 12 schools and 
colleges, and a student can major in any one of 120 fields. 
The schools and colleges are: Architecture, Arts and Sciences, 
Business, Education, Engineering, Graduate, Journalism, Low, 
Nursing, Medicine, Music, and Pharmacy. 

Dr. Joseph Smiley succeeded Quigg Newton July 1, 1963 to 
become the University’s ninth president. Dr. Smiley had been 
président of the University of Texas since 1961 and previously 
had served as its vice president and provost. From 1958 to 
1960 he was president of Texas Western College. Newton, 
who had been president since 1956, resigned to accept the 
presidency of the Commonwealth Fund of New York. 

The University is governed by an independent board of six 
elected regents, the President, ond the Faculty Senate. 

In keeping with its cosmopoliton atmosphere and its sense 
of responsibility to the community, the University provides fa- 
cilities and sponsorship for a broad range of student activities. 
In addition, the student governing body, Associated Students of 
the University of Colorado, is extremely active ond influential. 
The students also publish their own yearbook and daily news-

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FOLSOM FIELD 


HOME OF THE BUFFALOES 


Swelled to a 45,000 capacity by a 15,000-seat addition completed 
in time for the 1956 season, Coloredo’s Folsom Field is one of the 
largest football stadiums in the Big Eight Conference and largest in the 
Recky Mountain region 

Built originally in 1924 the stadium was in a natural bow! with 
@ capacity of 30,000 The addition projects cbove ground level in a 
design of modified Italian Provincial architecture in keeping with the 
other campus buildings 

Basic structure of the addition is entirely of steel—approximately 
1,000 tons—resting om 350 concrete caissons which are carried to bed 
rock, in some cases 30 feet below the surface of the ground. 

The entire seating deck of the addition, which runs above most 
of the cast side ond cround the south horseshoe to the fieldhouse, is 
of heovy stee! piste with all joints welded. More then 50,000 board 
feet of redwood were used in the sects. More thon 750 tens of native 
sandstone and 75,000 face brick were used in the exterior facing. 

Usable space below the addition, involving oprroximatcly 730,000 
square feet of floor area, provides offices and classrooms for the ath- 
letic department, Naval, Air Force, and Army ROTC units, all University 
shops, printing services and the Physical Plant Department headauarters 

Construction of the addition was begun in June, 1955, and com- 
pleted in February, 1957, at a cost of approximately $1,250,000. 

The original stadium was completed and first used Oct, 11, 1924, 
when Colorado defeated Regis of Denver, 39-0. It is named for Prof. 
Frederick G Folsom, football coach at Colorado for 15 years in a span 
extending from 1895 until 1915. Folsom is called the “father of Colo- 
rado football.” 


THE PRESS BOX 


Colorado’s press box is now in its 12th yeor of use. Built in 1954 
and located against the fieldhouse above the west stands, it’s a 3-level 
affair with the top deck used by photogrophers, the middle deck by 
radio and television, and the lower deck by writers and scouts. 

The middle level includes six radio booths, a large television area 


plus booths for the two teams and the public address announcer A 
lunch stand is located in the ficidhouse baicony inside the main en- 
trance to the box Entrance to the box is made through the west 
balcony of the ficidhouse 

Functional rather than fancy, the Suffalo press box has been 
awarded facility and service citations by the Footbal!

THE PRE-SEASON 


General Outlook 


Colorado football will continue to improve in 1965 as Coach Eddie 
Crowder fields two of his own classes in a continuoticn of his rebuilding 
program, This will be an extremely young squad. Only 9 seniors are on 
the roster and approximately 60 percent of the candidates are sopho- 
mores. While a good core of 17 lettermen returns, a good porticn of the 
expected improvement rests with the rookies. As these youngsters acquire 
experience the Buffaloes should get better. There was good competition 
at all positions during the spring, a healthy sign indicating the depth 
ond quality will be improved at nearly every post. Inexperience will 
especially noticeable in the center of the line where Buffs have lost 
9 lettered guards and tackles. This is casily the mest critical problem 
area going into the fall. Best-manned positsons appear to be halfbacks 
cond fullback where there are very promising blends of veterans and 
newcomers. Over-all, Colorado in 1965 should again be tough defensively 
with more offensive potential thon a year ago. 


Crowder’s Pre-Season Comment 


Says Coach Eddie Crowder: Our squad worked very hard last 
spring and made progress, but not as much os we had hoped. This was 
due in large part to the fact thot ours is a very young squad. We'll 
have nearly 60 percent sophomores this fall. Consequently we'll have to 
bear down in cur September workouts. We feel, however, that cur squad 
will be improved in that we will have more manpower and our sophomore 
group includes several players who will develop, with experience, into 
sound college football players. 


The Offense 


h Eddie Crowder fobels his offense a “Switching T.” It features 0 
slotbock to either side with the line switching so that the same linemen 
are always on the slot side. These linemen are called stot guord, slot 
tackle, and slot end (the split end). The opposite-side linemen are called 
T-guard, T-teckle, and T-end. The halfback (running back) is called the 
T-back. This nomencloture is based on the fact that the alignment offers 
o slot offense to the slot side ond o Split T threat to the opposite side. 
Here is o standard slot-right formation:

Eddie Crowder, 34, was a 
popular choice to succeed Dean 
Harry Carlson as athletic director 
when the latter retired July | 
after 37 years in this important 
role, 

Crowder was named as the 
successor to Carlson by the Board 
of Regents last November as he 
was completing his second season 
as head football coach. 

Eddie served his apprentice- 
ship as a ployer and assistant 
under one of the nation’s most 
successful men ever to handle 
the combined football coach- 
athletic director role, Bud Wil- 
kinson of Oklahoma. 

A skillful handler of men, Crowder moved into the athletic 
directorship smoothly after working closely with Carlson in the 
latter’s final six months on the job. 

Crowder’s athletic background is outstanding. 

As a split-T quarterback at Oklahoma in 1950-51-52, he was 
one of the finest ever to perform in the Big Eight conference. 

For eight years before taking the CU head football job Jan. 2, 
1963, he served on two great coaching staffs—one year (1955) 
at Army under Red Blaik and seven more (1956-62) at Oklahoma 
under Wilkinson. 

Despite identical 2-8 records in his first two seasons at 
Colorado, his Buffalo teams have won the solid respect of friends 
and foes with their sound, hard play. 

Eddie is o native of Arkansas City, Kans., was raised in 
Muskogee, Okla., where he was graduated from Central high 
school in 1949. 

At Oklahoma, he was an understudy to Claude Arnold on 
the 1950 national champions, then stepped in as the starting 
quarterback for the 1951 and 52 seasons, leading the Sooners 
to 8-2-0 and 8-1-1 records. In his senior year he was named 
to the All-American and All-Big Seven teams. 

Crowder received his degree in geology at Oklahoma in 1955 
after a 2-year interruption during which he served in the army 
engineers, playing quarterback on the Fort Hood, Texas, team 
in 1953 and serving as backfield coach there in 1954

A greatly respected ond vital mem- 
ber of the Colorado athletic scene since 
1948 when he came to CU as head 
football coach, Dallas Ward, 59, begins 
his third year in his present capacity 
after surviving a major heart attack 
last February. 

Ward has been an assistant athletic 
director with special responsibilities in 
football since January, 1963. 

Although he will be unable to give 
special help on the practice field, as he 
has for the past two falls, he will con- 
tinue to handle many off-field football situations. 

Ward built Colorado inte a national football power during his 
11 years as head coach (1948-58), was a professor of physical 
education for the next three years (1959-61), and served as an 
assistant coach in 1962. 

In 11 years his Colorado teams had an excellent 63-41-6 
record and his 1956 team was the Orange Bowl champion. 

An extensive football background as a player at Oregon 
State, assistant at Minnesota, and head coach at Colorado 
makes him a valuable member of Colorado's football program. 

Ward is a native of Lexington, Ore., and a 1927 grad- 
uate of Oregon State where he was a 3-sport star (football, 
basketball, baseball) who captained all three teams. He was 
an All-Pacific Coast Conference end. 


RUDY FELDMAN 
Chief Assistant Coach 


Rudy Feldman, 33, serves as chief 
assistant to Eddie Crowder, the only 
assistant with a specific title. The two 
men worked together on the Oklahoma 
coaching staff for five years before 
coming to Colorado in 1963. 

Feldman has a solid background in 
football beginning with his undergrad- 
uate career as a guard at UCLA 
where he was a star on the late Red 
Sanders’ squads in 1951-52-53.

Eddie Crowder, appointed Jan. 2, 1963, is the 17th mon to head 
Colorado's football program. 

He succeeded Bud Davis, who resigned immediately following the 
final game of 1962. Davis had succeeded Sonny Grandelius when the 
latter was dismissed following the 1961 season. 

Longest tenure by a Colorado coach was Fred Folsom’s 15 years, 
compiled during three different periods. Myron Witham coached Colo- 
rado for the most consecutive years, 12 from 1920-31. 

Three men have coached Colorado bowl teams. Bunny Oakes’ 1937 
squad bowed to Rice in the 1938 Cotton Bowl, 14-28; Dal Ward’s 1956 
team won the 1957 Orange Bowl, 27-21, over Clemson; and Grandelius’ 
1961 team bowed to Louisicna State, 7- 35, in the 1962 Orange Bowl.

HB Byron (Whizzer) White, 1937 
Colorado’s first All-American and 
one of the greatest products in the 
CH history of the school, Byron (Whizzer) 
White is now an associate justice of 
the Supreme Court. He was appointed 
to that position in March, 1962. 
White made all the All-American 
teams after a brilliant 1937 season in 
which he led CU to an 8-0 record and 
Cotton Bowl bid as he set national 
records with 1121 rushing yards and 
> 122 points. Those marks, erased na- 
tionally only after colleges went to a 
10-game schedule, still stand as CU 
records. White was a Phi Beta Kappa, Rhodes Scholar, 2-time 
All-Pro halfback with Pittsburgh then Detroit, leading graduate 
of the Yale Law School in 1946, decorated naval intelligence 
officer in World War II, leading Denver attorney, and deputy 
attorney general 


End Don Branby, 1952 

A 3-sport star in 1950-51-52 (foot- 
ball, baseball, basketball), Don Branby 
was named to the Associated Press All- 
American defensive team as a senior 
following a brilliant campaign. One of 
the finest defensive terminals in CU 
history, Branby had his finest after- 
noon in the 21-21 tie with Oklahoma 
as he led a sovage charge which al- 
most toppled the Sooners. Although 
he was primarily a defensive specialist, 
Don was a solid all-around performer 
who played excellently on several oc- 
casions when called upon. He is cur- 
rently a member of the Ottawa coaching staff in the Canadian 
Professional league after having served as an assistant pre- 
viously at Montana and the British Columbia Lions. 


FB John Bayuk, 1956 

One of CU's most colorful modern- 
day players, John Bayuk wore the 
nickname of ‘The Beast,’’ a handle 
pinned on him by an unidentified little 
old lady at Lawrence, Kans. following 
a crushing performance against the 
Jayhawkers in his sophomore season, 
1954. Bayuk’s bruising power and 
good speed were made to order for the 
fullback trap plays in Coach Dal 
Ward's single wing offense and he 
rolled to 1943 yards in three seasons 
(824, 460, and 659). Bayuk capped a 
great CU career by grinding out huge 
chunks of yardage before finally scoring the winning touchdown 
in the Buff's come-from-behind 27-21 win over Clemson in the 
Orange Bowl. He was named to the 1956 Sports Illustrated 
All-America first team. John is now a coach in the Denver area. 
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ALL-AMERICA HONORS 


HB Bob Stransky, 1957 
A “do-everything’’ tailback who 
excelled both offensively and de- 
fensively, Bob Stransky was named to 
the Football Writers’ All-America first 
squad after a great senior season in 
which he finished second among the 
nation’s groundgainers with 1097 
yards, second only to Whizzer White's 
CU record total. Stransky was also a 
60 percent passer and a top interceptor 
ond kick returner. He rushed for 1868 
yards during his coreer ot CU. Follow- 
ing a brief professional career with 
Baltimore and Denver, he joined the 
Denver school system where he is now teaching and coaching. 
Guard Joe Romig, 1960-61 
The only 2-time All-American in 
Colorado history, Joe Romig was a con- 
sensus selection both years. He made 
nine teoms as a junior and 11 as a 
senior. Like Whizzer White, Romig 
was also a tremendous student, logging 
straight A’‘s in his last six semesters 
and building a 3.9 grade point ave- 
rage. Romig had no peer as a line- 
backer as he ranged far and fiercely 
from his middle position behind a 4- 
man line. Fast (he was an all-state 
prep fullback) and strong, he was a 
deadly tackler consistently in on most 
of the stops. Offensively, he developed into an excellent 
straight-ahead and pulling blocker. Like White, he was on 
inspirational leader gifted with extraordinary physical and 
mental ability. A Rhodes Scholar, Joe received his master’s degree 
in physics at Oxford College in England last summer and is 
currently working on his doctorate at Colorado. 
Guard John Wooten, 1958 
Big John Wooten, a quick, agile 
giant, provided the bonecrunching 
lead blocks in 1956-57-58 as Colorado 
featured one of the finest offensive 
machines in the nation during thot 
period. Wooten was a savage blocker, 
utilizing his size and mobility to knock 
defenders out of the way, On defense, 
he was one of Colorado's best up front, 
generally playing at tackle. John was 
a sophomore star on Colorado’s 1956 
Orange Bowl champions and was 
named to the Football Coaches’ All- 
; America team in 1958. He is cur- 
rently a ame oblendive guard for the Cleveland Browns. 
End Jerry Hillebrand, 1961 
Jerry Hillebrand’s great physical 
abilities and versatility earned him a 
berth on the 1961 Football Writers’ 
All-America team and the number one 
draft choice of the New York Giants. 
Big and quick at 6-4 and 235, he was 
a good blocker, an excellent receiver, 
a tough defensive end, and a fine 
placekicker. He led Colorado in re- 
ceiving and scoring and continually 
came up with the big play for the Buf- 
faloes. His 54-yard field goal set

1961. He cought four touchdown passes, kicked 14 of 18 
extra points and three field goals. He is currently a member of
